Not only have these three pocket 
battleships sunk a number ot vessels, 
but what bag been of greater concern 
they have prevented many Allied 
convoys of ships carrying wheat and 
other products from leaving port. It 
has now been found, however— some- 
thing nardly anyone suspected— that 
three small British cruisers can eli- 
fectively deal with a pocket battle- 
ship. The menace, therefore, of the 
surviving Deutchland and Admiral 
Scheer, is almost enced; the safety of 
convoys consequently is much better 
assured, hence More convoys— escort- 
ed by small cruisers:- will sail, and 
60 more wheat will 'cuve Canada, 

The fact that the menace of the 
pocket battieships— an arm upon 
which Germany so depended— has 
now become greatly lessened, will no 
doubt tend to hasten the climax of 
war, and so will tend to bring ultimate 
peace a little nearer,

CANADA’S WAR 
LOAN 1940 


— ii 

Ottawa, December 25, 1939 Hon. 
J. L. Ralston, Minister of Finance, an 
nounced that during the past few 
weeks preparatory crranization work 
has been going on in connection with 
Canada’s first War Loan. Mr Ralston 
stated that the Loan would probably 
make its appearance sume time in the 
early part of 1940 but that as yet no 
decision had been reached as to. the 
date of offering ani obviously the 
terms and conditions of the Loan can 
only be considered and decided upon 
tmmediatel, before tie loan is an 
nounced. 

However, as the Loan Campaign 
will be the first wide spread voluniary 
effort in which the Canadian people 
as a whole will be asked to play a part 
on the economic wartront, a great deal 
of work had been done in planning the 
organizatio of the Campaign. In this 
connection, the Minister stated that 
there would We a Na*:onal War Loan 
Committee which wiil consist of re- 
presentative citizens across Canada 
and will demonstrate the national 
character of the first War Loan offer 
ing. 

On this Committee, of 
Minister of Finance wall be Chairman, 
will be the five former Ministers of 
Finance now living, namely It, Hon. 
Sir Thomas White; Hon, Sir Henry 
Drayton; Hon. Chas A, Dunning; Rt.

New War Supply Orders— 

Wartime makes uncertain when the 
next federal election will be held, but 
from present indications it looks like 


next year, That at least is the general 
feeling here. In the meantime, four 
byelections will take place shortly. Col. 
Minister of Finance is the 
Liberal nominee for t!e byelection of 
January 8th in Prince Edward Island. 

Under the new procedure of publish- 
ing amounts of contracts awarded by 
the War Supply Boa‘d and names of 
firms with whom copiracts are made, 
announcement has been made of fur- 
ther war orders to the amount of 
$5,638,000. the war begin, the 
Supply Board and its predecessor, The 
Defence Purchasing Board, have let 
contracts for war supplfes to an ap 
proximate amount of 54 million dollars, 
In addftion railway ecuipment orders 
have amounted to about 25 million 
dollars, Of the new orders, the major 
portion was for aircraft supplies and 
accessories, and these were bought 
trom teh British Air Ministiy. About 
thirty-iive lirms received substantial 
contracts for construction, clothing 
and equipment, aircraft supplies, 
machinery and barrack room stores. 
Canada’s Wheat Surplus— 

Canada’s large wheat surplus is not 
being looked upon as so much of a 
burden as il appeared some time ago. 
The losses which Lave occurred 
through trost tollow.ug earlier exces- 
sive rains in the Argentine wheat 
fields, and the exce*sive drought in 
Kansas and neighboring winter wheat 
States have had a distinctly strength- 
ening effect on the wheat market, and 
have altered Canada’s position in the 
world trade. It has further made it 
quite apparent that Canada will be a 
most imprtant source of supply of this 
commodity in the present war. It is 
not believed that for the present at 
least there will be aty eed of chang- 
ing the machinery of conducting the 
wheat business in Canada, There will 
likely be a steadily growing flow of 
wheat to the British market through 
the regular channels, In this way the 
money tied up in this surplus of grain 
will be released, with its beneficial 
effect on Canada’s eccromy both East 
and West. It will further mean that 
Canada will be supplying from her 
granaries 1 most essvntial commodity 
for the sustaining of Britain and her 
allies in their struggie for existence 
and victory.
